Accompanying the’ calendar we received a 
long list of tho fancy goods and dolicacics 
suitable for the feative season te be found 
at tha firm’s establishment. In the’ way ef

& Bwire are agents. 
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Walz nppeara to havo beon a doliborate 
attompt at incondiariam waa discovorod and 
promptly frustrated Jost night in Queen's 
Road West. A Chinesv constable on daty 
there noticed, ‘about ten olclock, that the. 
atair of the house Nu. 52 wagon fire, On 
ascending a fow steps he saw a man stand- 
ingat tho top of tho stair apparently watch- 
ing the progress of, tho firo, which had just 
started, and tilaking no cffort to oxtinguish 
it. On tho lokong calling out to the man 
andasking him why he did not do somo- 
thing to put the fire oat, tho latter imme- 
diately disappeared, The constable found 
that tho staircase had been. plentifully 
aaturated with kcrosono, but as the firo had 
not spread-far he suceeaded, with somo dif- 
ficulty, in gotting it put ont. The house is 
oneof fourstorics, and is aceeasible bothfrom 
Quoon’s Road and the Chineso Recreation 
Ground, The ground floor is accupied os 
a timber morchant’s shop, and tho ‘threo 
upper floors aro coolic-houses. The iumutes 
of the place seemed to be antirely oblivious 
of the danger in which thoy were. Tho 
shop was closed for tho night, and most of 
tho cecupants of the upper floors, where 
coolies were packed as clogo as sardines in 
a bux, had gone’ to rest. Had the fire, 
therefore, got a good hold unobserved tho 
danger to life would hava been very con- 
sidorable. Inquiries into the affuir have 
been made by tho,Police but without elicit- 
ing anything as to the identity of the per- 
son who attempted to act fire to tho placa, 
Tho shop, which is inaured in a Gorman 
houge for $t,000, contained a goad stock 
of teakwood, and there was in it bo- 
sides o large quantity of silver, which it 
is believed could hardly have been saved 
had the fire beon allowed to get a good 
hold of the staircase, It ia supposed that 
the incendiary is a person who was actuated 
by spite against some of the inmates of the 
house, and it is to be hoped that the inqui- 
ties, which are still being carried on, will 
result in his arrest.

Tt is also pointed out, and we think this ia 
the strongent part of the cose, that the rules 
of the Club do not forbid the employment 
of. outside boats, and that there is abun- 
dant precedent, although uot of quite 
recent dato, to warrant the practice. 
The Committee of the Club have ruled 
that the boat is to be allowed, and 
they my that their judgment muat be 
aceepted ag final, and that threats of 
withdrawal aro simply attempts at coor- 
cion. We think we hava stated the two 
sides fairly, and now we would simply add 
that. wo think the English crew would have 
done well to have brought thia’ matter 
before the Committee, or the Olub as a 
whole, before they started to build tho 
boat. ‘Whai they have done is cortainly 
an innovation on what has -been tho prac- 
ties in recent years. However, now that 
affairs have proceeded so far, wo cannot ap- 
prove of the pdliey of withdrawal adopted 
by the German, Danish, and Irish stews, 
The Committce are bound to decide dis- 
putes by the rules of the Club, and if sport 
isto be carried on ut all, their judgment 
must. ba accepted aa. final, After this 
Regatta is over the question of: allow- 
ing outside bonis to enter the races 
can. be taken up and thrashed out.

Ho had » summons egninst com- 
plainant for wages. His Worship con- 
victed defendant and ‘imposed a fine of 83,

THe record of joint-stock ‘enterpriso in 
India during the past year shows that tho 
advantages and opportunities afforded -by 
tho Companies Act of 1>82 continue 10 be 
understood and appreciated, though por- 
haps in o mors sober and restrained fashion 
than in provivus years, At. the beginning 
of the yaar there were 888 companies with a. 
nominal_capital of 2,913 lakhs. Of these 
103 collapsed, but 126 new ones were re- 
gistered, so that there waa a net gain in the 
year of 22 companies. The great majurily 
of the concerns sre formed to work mills or 
preases for cotton, jute, wool and silk; ond 
it is significant of the commercial energy 
and activity of the Western Presidency, 
that of the 960 lakha invested in this way it 
has subscribed 663 Inkha, or about two. 
thirds. Ancther noticeablo feature in the 
increase in the number of companies form- 
od on tho limited lisbility principle to pro- 
mote retail stores and shops ; a phenomenon 
which is. prebably to be accounted fur by 
the lure profita veaped in recent yeura by 
ono or two firms engaged in the import of 
‘miacellaneous stores and genoral bric-b-brao, 
but which at the sare time may be expect- 
ed to give to that trade an additional atim. . 
ulus. Thore can be little doubt that tho 
operation of the joint-stock -principte in 
India will thus assist the diffusion of 
European goods for general consumption at 
cheaper ‘ratea than would otherwiso have 
becn possible.—Pisncer Mail. — 

SaveraL of tha colleges for ladics now 
possess private fire brigades, composed of 
Jady students. Girton and Newnham havo 
organisations of this kind, and tha Royal 
Holloway College for Ladica is now added’ 
to tho list, . Last weok. Mr. J. Compton 
Merry woather, the head of the firm of Mer- 
rywenther and Sens, and author of the 
“Fire Protection of Mansions,’ attended at 
college and made the nocessury arrange- 
ments with Miss Bishop, the principal, for 
the formation of the brigade. Subsequently 
he put tho. Iady students. throngh a 
preliminary fre drill ond waa very much 
impressed by the alacrity with which 
they porformed their duties, the majority 
being remarkably quick. and agile in 
making the connections with the hydrants, 
running out the hose, working the fire 
pumps and corridor engines, and various 
other manceuvres. THe students drill in - 
sections, the respective floors being allotted 
to different attachments in order to 
secure their familiarity with the roquiro- 
ments of sach part of the building. BSe- 
parato drilla will also be organised for the 
Indoor servants and for the outdvor men, 
thus securing adequate and efficient aasia- 
tance should a fire unfortunately. -eccar,
